OTHELLO AND IAOO.

The large and critical audience which 


greeted the first appearance of Mr. Fred- 
erick U. Wards as a star tragedian in this 
city, was made up largely of the more In- 
telligent class of people of this commu- 
nity, many of whom are never>een in tbe 
temple of amusement except when one of 1 
Shakspeare's wonderful productions h 
presented by some noted company. Tbe 
play last night was Shakespeare's five act 
tragedy, entitled "Othello, the Moor," 
and although there was no display of new 
scenery, the tragedy was' given with fair 
effect, and certainly gave general salisfac- 
tion, though in some respects it failed to 
meet the expectations of the more critical 
lovers of the legitimate draraa in Ike au- 
dience. The costumes of tbe performers 
were all new and costly, and Mr. Warde'a 
make up was excellent. His first appear- 
ance on tbe stage was greeted with gen- 
eral applause, and his acting throughout 
was closely watched and was the subject 
of much favorable comment as the play 
proceeded. Mr. Warde's conception of 
"Othello" is good, and his gestures and 
stage business were faultless, but his dis- 
plays of elocutionary powers were weak, 
anil in this respect he more especially 
failed to satisfy bis audience; but in the 
scene In tbe third act with bis "honest." 
and devilish friend logo—* part which 
was splendidly sustained by Mr. Henry 
Aveling— Mr. Warde appeared at bis best, 
and at tbe close of the thrilling scene both 
actors were so heartily applauded that 
the curtain was rolled up agam, the tra- 
gedians hand in hand 
bowing their 


thanka. Mr. Avcling's acting was good 
throughout, .and like Mr. Wardens, bis 
make-up was all that.il should have been. 
He looked and acied the vile and plotting 
scoundrel that he was, and tbe best com- 
pliment that can be paid him ia thai iuosc 
in tbe audience within hearing of the 
writer were constantly denouncing Lis 
acts, and not a few of the masculine por 
tion of Ibe audience swore at him in un- 
dertone as his treacherous purposes were 
unfolded. Tbe part ol liemiemonu, who 
was smothered and stabbed t>i death in 
bed in the last act by the jealous Moor, 
was personated by Mias Florence Kluiore, 
who did fairly well. Her voice is not of 
sufficient slrcngih, and the effect »f sev- 
eral 
touching interviews would have 


been better had she paid lets attention to 
the hang of her apparel. Miss (Hiflmi, as 
Emilia, came out strong in I lie lanl act, 
when she was liberally applauded, par 
ticularly by the gallery gods, and all were 
pleased when the crafty litgn was made a 
prisoner and hurried off to a dungeon 
with a stab in bis hide from the Spanish 
sword of the infuriated Moor. Mr. Cur- 
rail's Itrniiiintia, Mr. Outram's <'as»io, 
and Mr. lilake's lioderigo, were all passa- 
bly well done, but might have been belter. 


Mr. Wardc is young us a star tragedian, 


and may improve with age. He attempts 
none but strictly legitimate drain ia. He 
is one of tbe most promising youuc act- 
ors of the day, and aspires to rank with 
Barrett, Booth, McCullougb, all of whom 
be has supported in times past.
